In response to the Notice of Abandonment mailed on May 4, 2004 please find a Petition 
for Reinstatement of the Patent Application for the above identified application. 



The relevant facts are as follows: 

1 . An Office Action was mailed on August 1 9, 2003. The Office Action 
included a grouping of the claims into 5 separate inventions and required 
restriction as to one of the inventions.
